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INTRODUCTION 

Why  The  Town  Plan  Is  Beln^  Revised.   The  first  Report  issued 
by  the  Vancouver  Tov/n  Planning  Commission,  "  A  Plan  For  The 
City  of  Vancouver",  was  r^ublished  in  1928  and  covered  the 
municipalities  of  Point  Grey  and  Vancouver,  After  amalgamation, 
effected  1st  January,  1929,  the  Plan  was  extended  to  the  South 
Vancouver  Area  and  in  1930,  a  new -edition  was  published.  This 
has  been  Vancouver's  Plan  since  that  time.  Many  cities,  wherein 
a  Plan  has  been  pre^^ared,  have  officially  approved  and  adopted 
their  Plan,  yet  made  only  "^artial  progress  in  carrying  it  out. 
Vancouver  is  unique  in  that  its  Plan  has  -Rerer  been  approved 
f.or  adopted  by  the  City  Council,  but  it  has  been  faithfully  followed 
with  but  very  few  exceptions. 

However,  in  the  light  of.' -3/5^' years  of  changing  conditions, 
of  improvement  in  planning  technique  and  of  Vancouver's  progress, 
and  in  view  of  the  City's  inevitable  expansion  and  growth,  and 
the  number  of  post-war  projects  anticipated,  the  Commission 
deemed  it  advisable  to  have  the  Plan  reviewed  and  brought  up- 
to-date.   In  this  the  City  Council  concurred  and  the  revision 
is  now  in  progress.   \tC 

Accomplishments  Under  The  Iresent  Plan.  Although  practically 
all  of  the  time  since  the  publication  of  Vancouver's  Tovm  Plan 
in  1930,  has  bnen  taken  up  by  the  greatest  and  most  sustained 
depression  and  the  most  savage  and  devastmg,  if  not  the  longest, 
war  recorddd,  it  has  been  very  gratifying  to  the  Planning 
Commission  to  realize  that  so  many  of  its  recommendations  have 
been  so  successfully  consumated. 
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Zoning.Of  the  several  phases  of  the  corrprehenalve   plan. 
Zoning-  is  probablj  the  most  abstract  because  it  envelopes  the 
entire  city.   Nevertheless,  the  good  order  induced  by  the 
application  of  Zoning  principles  is  in  evidence  alr^ost  every- 
where.  It  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  newer  portions  of 
the  city  where  txiere  are  no  Intrusions  of  non-conf ormin;-  uses. 
Dunbar  Street,  is  a  notable  example.   In  spite  of  it  bein^  a 
carllne  street,  tx^e  orderly-  development  as  a  one-family 
dwellin;^  district  from  19th  Avenue  to  Mng  Edwerd  Ayenue, 
thence  as  a  txxree-storey  conmercial  district  to  30th  ^.vfcrue, 
and  a!-^ain  as  a  sin^le-fanily  district  to  39ti.  Avenue,  is 
indeed  a  satisfactory  illustration  of  the  value  of  Zoning, 

The  stabilization  of  property  values  alore,  through  the 
mediun  of  Zoning,  has  amply  repaid  its  cost. 
Streets . 

The  elimination  of  the  grade  crossings  from  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company's  yards  over  (j^  of  Vancouver's  busiest 
streets  to  the  Waterfront,  and  tne  construction  of  the  tunnel 
In  lieu  thereof,  has  given  inestimable  relief  to  traffic. 

■  The  construction  of  the  Burrard  Bridge  has  given  relief 
to  ti.e  overcrowded  Granville  and  Gamble  Bridges,  thus 
facilitating  traffic  movements  and  averting  many  accidents. 

The  construction  of  the  First  Avenue  Viaduct  nas  not  only 
benefitted  Grandview  and  eastern  suburbs,  but  also  interurtan 
motorists. 

The  widening  of  Kin,-sway  from  ^ight  Str  et  to  Boundary 
Road  has  been  a  boon  not  only  to  this  general  section  but  to 
all  interurban  travellers  and  tourists.   One  has  but  to  travel 
the  imwldened  portion  to  aj.;preciate  tlie  co;  fort  of  the  new

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consideratlon  to  the  many  problems  Involved,  and  it  Is 
believed  tre  Lest  solutions  for  them  will  be  presented. 
Thus  Vancouver  r^as  put  its  Louse  in  order  and  is  in  a 
splendid  position  to  take  its  ri,3htful  place  in  the  post- 
war world. 

The  new  Plan  contans  SLi3o;ested  revision  in  some  of 
the  proposals  of  the  original  plan  but  will  also  contain 
studies  and  recorrmendatlons  upon  additional  subjects.   For 
example,  all  proposed  improvements  must  be  related  to  the 
probable  future  require^.ents  of  tx^e  c  itizens,   Tnus  ti  ere 
will  be  a  study  analysing  how  many  persons  may  live  in  the 
Vancouver  area  by  19',!  and  where  the/  will  be  locaced.   This 
Is  the  very  basis  of  planning  since  the  major  objectjve  of 
the  planning  programme  is  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for 
the  populstion  at  the  lowest  ieasible  expenditure, 

A  separate  report  will  deal  witi:.  conditions  affecting 
the  growth  and  developraent  of  the  general  business  district 
of  Vancoi.ver 's  "downtoWii"  section,   Tuls  will  t.lso  contain 
recommencatlons  for  improving  txiis  area  so  ta^at  It  can  serve 
Its  proper  function  and  continue  to  be  the  most  valuable 
portion  of  tiie   city. 

Air  trarisportatio-"  will  .  ave  an  in^portant  influence  upon 
future  cities  and  the  new  pro,l^ramme  will  contain  reconimeddations 
regarding  the  location  of  airports  and  air  terminals.   Si-'rilarly, 
housing  facilities  are  becoming  an  impoitent  public  problem  and 
the  new  Plan  will  contain  a  section  upon  the  ch'  racter  and 
extent  of  this  problem  in  Vancouver  and  the  steps  triat  shoi.  Id 
be  taken  to  solve  tj.em. 

Thus  tafc  revised  plan  will  deal  with  all  major  problems

A  brief  review.  ;>f  the  reolot;y  of  Vanco\;ver  will  disclose 
]TiRny  conditions  of  Interest  to  those  en^ajed  in  the  building 
of  p  city. 

Insofar  as  Vancouver  proper  is  concerned,  there  are  two 
distinct  parts,  cifferiii,-  in  p  ysical  ciisracterlstics: 
1.   Tr.fc  Hecent  delta  of  tlxe  t  raser.   Ti^-S  la  underlain  by 
recently  deposited  sand,  slit,  and  clay  with  a  loctl  veneer  of 
peat.   Its  surface  la  less  tuan  40  feet  above  see  level  and 
its  rici  soil  produces  fine  garden  products.   It  constitutes 
a  noi'row  lowlend,  never  more  tnan  a  uiile  wide,  on  the  norti 
bank  of-  the  North  Arm  of  Freaer  Kiver  between  Burnaby  and 
Musqueaifl  Indian  Reserve.   The  unconsolidated  ro^  ©tiona  are 
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not  t..e  best  for  founuatioiis  but  induscriel  structures  of  some 
magnitude  have  been  erected, 

2.   Tne  iii-Kuland  ^rea,   ii.ls  area  extends  north  froir;  Freser 
River  delta  to  Burrard  Inlet.   In  It  there  nre  two  principcl 
bedrock  for'natlo:is,  genarntecl  approxl -'ntely  hr   n  li'.e  extenrH"-' 
frora  the  mouth  ol  Falsb  Crcex  to  ti.e  Second  i.arrows,   xhe 
Kltallano  formation  is  expose,  d  aouti  of  thia  line  and  the 
underlying  Burrard  for^ntlon  tc  the  noi'th  of  it.   Both  are 
of  Eocene  age  ana  consist  oi  stmcstone,  s.-aie  e.no  coiiilomerate

Narrows,   Several  small  dykes  are  exposed  at  low  tide  on  the 
western  pert  of  Kltallano  beach, 

Tlirougiiout  "uc-  oi  -i.e  Highland  Area,  .  .  bedrock  form- 
ations are  obsctired  by  a  cover  of  glacial  till  wj  tl  associated 
i^ravcl,  sand  ai.d  clay.   The  thickness  of  t:.is  surface  veneer 
is  quite  variable,  but  in  places  it  r-encxiea  200  feet  and  more. 
Locally  tiicse  materials  are  in  turn  covered  by  recei  t  alluvial 
deposits  of  £jravel,  sarid  or  clay,  as,  for  exanple,  at  Trout 
Lake,  Kl Harney  ir'arh,  ard  In  the  reist-G  VRiley  runnlni^  froTii 
Jeric.iLO  beacii  to  (i^c  liCiiena,   In  tue   first  two  localities  ard 
at  a  few  oti^er  places  t..ere  are  relatively  snail  peat  bo  s.

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Populatlon  Growth.  Population  growth  has  too  often  been  used 
as  a  gauge  of  general  prosperity.   In  many  instances  this  Is 
not  necessarily  true.   It  Is  quite  possible  for  a  city  to  be 
very  prosperous  and  have  a  stable  population.   Conditions 
during  the  depression  years  caused  abnormal  fluctuations  of 
populations  in  many,  especially  the  larger,  cities, 

A  growth  that  is  too  rapid  makes  difficult  the  adequate 
provision  of  the  essential  urban  facilities  and  services. 
Consequently  a  rapid  growth  is  all  too  frequently  haphazard 
and  unplanned  and  it  very  easily  can  have  a  deleterious 
effect  on  the  city,  A  steady  growth  for  Vancouver  would  be 
much  better  in  all  respects.  The  various  periods  of  rapid 
growth  in  the  past  are  still  reflected  in  the  many  troubles 
with  which  the  civic  authorities  are  confronted.  Vancouver 
has  grown  very  rapidly,  its  rate  of  grov/th  comparing  very 
favorably  with  any  Canadian  city  and  being  far  more  rapid 
than  is  found  in  practically  any  large  American  City. 
Number  of  Families.  As  each  family  in  a  community  requires 
a  living  unit  and  which  in  turn  requires  certain  public 
services,  therefore,  in  planning,  the  number  of  families  is 
even  more  important  than  the  numbers  of  persons  in  the  com- 
munity. 

Racial  Characteristics,  Table  5  shows  the  trend  in  racial 
characteristics  of  Vancouver's  population  and  also  the  com- 
parison with  other  Canadian  and  American  cities,  for  the  last  two 
census  years  of  the  respective  countries.   It  will  be  noted 
that  the  white  race  predominates  in  the  Canadian  and  Northern 
United  States  cities.   The  Southern  cities,  as  would  be 
expected,  have  a  large  percentage  of  negroes.   Seattle  and

■*-ts  rate  of  growth  is  characteristic  of  all  vfestern  cities,  and

of  western  provinces  and   stf^tes.      It  will    be   noted   that    the  rate   of 
increase   In   the   population   of  -tSritish  Columbia,    Greater  Vancouver  and 
the   city   is  very   similar.      Vancouver  experienced  the  grestest  rate   of 
increase   in  any   single   period,    but    it  alE50   ex.-'erienced   the   smallest 
rate   of  increase  -   11.6  percent   between  l^jJl   and   I94I,      The   Pacific 
coast   states,    California,    Oregon  and   Washint'ton  have  had  a    correspond- 
ingly rapid  growth   and   the  t'rowth   of  many  of  their    larger   cities   is 
similar  to    that   experienced   in   Vancouver.      In   contrast   thereto,    the 

Atlantic   coast   states,    -  Massachusetts,    Connecticut,    New  York  and 
New  Jersey  -  grew  at  a   slower   rate   in  the   same  period.      These   states 
were  more   completely  developed  by  I87I  and  uid  not   experience   the 
rapid  growth  that  accocipanies  the   opening  and  settlement  of  new  areas. 

The   Dominion*s  population  has  increased  more   slowly  and  with 
less  variations   in   the   rate  of   increase   for   each  census  period. 
The  growth  has,    however,    been  i^uite   steady. 

It   is   important   to  note    that   since   1^11    the   population  within 
the   City    of  Vancouver  has  represented   between   31   and   33  percent 
of   the   total    population    in  British   Columbia,      In   two   of  the   census 
periods   it  represented   33  percent.        The  growth  of  Vancouver   is 
so   closely  allied  with    that   of  the   Province   that    the  local  urban 
population  should    continue,    for  many  years,    to  be  at  least    one- 
third  of  the   population   in  British   Columbia,

3,  Miscellaneous,  It  is  most  important  that  every  effort 
be  made  to  protect  the  existing  development  so  that  the 
population  will  not  desire  to  move  to  another  area. 
Zoning  regulations  and  building  codes  are  among  the  fun- 
damental steps  necessary  to  insure  such  protection.  Like- 
wise certain  older  and  blighted  portions  of  Vancouver  may 
eventually  be  rehabilitated  or  rebuilt  for  large  scale 
housing  projects  in  the  future.   This  will  encourage 

many  persons  to  continue  living  therein.   It  is  also 
essential  that  citizens  maintain  Interest  in  their  property 
and  keep  it  properly  repaired. 

4,  Citizen  Interest  and  Support,  The  success  of  a  pla-jaing 
programme,  or  part  thereof,  ultimately  depends  upon  citizen 
understanding  and  support.  It  is  thus  particularly  essential 
that  a  large  number  of  .^^itizens  .^(Vancouver  .«^^-understand 
the  problems  that  now  confront  the  city.  They  must  also  be 
generally  conversant  with  the  measures  necessary  to  solve 
these  problems  and  give  support  to  the  public  Officials 
initiating  the  necessary  steps. 

Thus  the  problem  of  achieving  an  economic  and  desirable  population 

pattern  requires  understanding  and  support  on  the  part  of  both  officials 

and  citizens.  Difficult  problems  will  be  encountered  but  they  are  not 

impossible  of  solution  and  the  objective  warrants  consi£"L«jit  and 

extended  effort, 
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
